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DETAILED ACTION 



1. According to paper no. 8 filed on Sep. 18, 2001, the applicants have amended claims 1-35 and 
furthermore, have added new claims 36-61. 

2. Claims 1-61 are now pending in the application. 



3. Applicant's arguments filed on Sep. 18, 2001 ( paper no. 8 ) have been fiilly considered but they 
are not persuasive regarding prior art and obviousness rejections. The applicants have amended 
claims to overcome indefiniteness rejections. Regarding prior art rejections, the examiner does not 
agree with the applicant's arguments that the cited references do not teach either of the dosage 
form ( tablet or capsule ). The pharmaceutical compositions comprising citalopram including 
tablets and capsules are disclosed by both the references ( see Patent 4,943,590 col. 8, line 55 to 
col. 9, line 48 as well as Patent 4,136,193 col. 7, line 64 to col. 8, line 62 ). Regarding 
obviousness rejection, the examiner does not agree with the applicants arguments that Bymaster 
does not teach or provide any motivation to prepare the claimed dosage form ( tablet by direct 
compression ). Bymaster teaches that the adjunctive therapy of the present invention may be 
administered together, in a single dosage form, or may be administered separately ( see col. 9, 
lines 30-38 ). Bymaster also teaches preparing tablets by direct compression ( see col. 10, line 3 1 ) 
as well as preparing capsules ( see col. 10, line 24 ). 



Response to Arguments 
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Conclusion 

4. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph is now withdrawn in view of amendment. 

5. Rejection of claims 1-61 under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) and 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is maintained for the 
reasons of record.
